Surely everyone wants a new library building IF It is 
needed and IF it does not cost too much. Now that a public 
spirited family has donated a site, splendidly located, near the 
center of the city and facing the Park, our desires for a suit¬ 
able building have been increased. 

The Library Board seems to be unanimous that an ade¬ 
quate building is sorely needed. They are the best judges. 
From the start the new library has been considere I as a Me¬ 
morial to our boys and girls who served in World War II. Our 
citizens are unanimous that this should be done. We want 
some place where their names may be recorded, some space 
where their records may be kept for future generations, and 
where other historic material may be preserved for the public 
to consult. 

As an educational force in our community the library is 
needed. Modern pupils are more and more being trained to 
use fererence books in their study as well as text books. These 
are found in libraries. Adults also are finding it necessary to 
use wider reading than the two or three papers and maga¬ 
zines that come to a home, if they are to keep up with the 
times. With a central location, more space ami p'easant sur¬ 
roundings, an added incentive is furnished for study. 

Now as to costs. I have been surprised to find that the 
total cost for five years is not more than the average person 
would subscribe if the amount were to be raised by popular 
subscription. With the rate at $.2672 per hundred the tax 
would be as follows:

It also tends to nUraet into public service persons who 
would otherwise seek private employment. Efficiency of our 
city government will thus be increase i by elevating the stand¬ 
ard of municipal employment and consequently making it pos¬ 
sible to select employees from a greater number of applicants. 

Tlie smaller municipalities have long been the "training 
ground” for inexperienced persons who, after they have be¬ 
come proficient in their particular Jobs at the expense of the 
municipality, accept employment with other governmental un¬ 
its which offer greater advantages. This expensive and inef¬ 
ficient practice can be reduced by the adoption of the Retire¬ 
ment System which gives the efficient employee a sense of 
security and satisfaction avith his Job. 

When all the advantages, too numerous to completely cover 
in this article, are considered, we must come to the conclusion 
that the only argument which may be propounded against the 
plan is that it will Increase our taxes. This is not a sound 
argument beep'.oe we cannot expect to "get something for 
nothing.” 

The employees, through salary deductions, pay half the 
cost of future benefits. Through n special tax. the City pays 
for prior service benefits nnd matches the employees’ contri¬ 
butions for future benefits. According to the actuarial survey 
which has been made and based on present assessed valuations, 
the cost to the tax payer will be approximately 28H cents per 
$100.00 of assessed valuation. Applied to a piece of property 
assessed nt one thousand dollars, it would mean the payment 
of only $2.85 per year.

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REGISTER TO VOTE 

With office seekers galore rushing to meet the deadline for 
filing their candidacies this month, it might be well to remind 
voters that they, too, have a deadline to meet. If they have 
changed their address or name, or did not vote in the last direct 
primaries or general election, they must register on or before 
April 25 to vote in the June 4 primaries. 

During the past week the press has been filled with accounts 
of the presidential election in Argentina where the question of 
democracy versus fascism hung in the balance. There, voting is 
compulsory, which has much to recommend it. But we, as Ameri¬ 
cans, object to being compelled to vote, hence such a law would 
be vastly unpopular here. 

Recently one of our armed services released through theatres, 
a film which carried a Gl through war-torn Europe where he saw 
for himself the value of a freedom which had always belonged to 
him and his forefathers, but which he had not taken seriously until 
he saw others deprived of it. The iesson conveyed by that picture 
should be taken to heart by every American, particularly in these 
days when the average citizen’s only voice in government is the 
ballot he is privileged to wield. 

He can only exercise that privilege by registering to vote by 
April 25. Therefore registering becomes as much an obligation 
and a duty as does voting itself. Registrars of voters throughout 
California make it possible for everyone to register with the least 
inconvenience to themselves. 

We urge you, therefore, as a good American citizen, to reg¬ 
ister at once, regardless of your party preference. Registering 
does nof obligate you to vote the way you register. In the privacy 
of the poll at the general election in November you can voice the 
convictions that have crystalized between now and then. But the 
privacy of the poll is not your's unless you have registered. So 
do it now!

NO U. S. LOAN FOR RUSSIA 

If money talks, six billions of "capitalistic" American dollars 
have sent a loud "No!" ringing through the halls of the Kremlin. 
There is no other interpretation to be given President Truman's 
statement, in his message to Congress endorsing the British loan 
request, that the total of foreign loans should be limited to seven 
billion dollars. 

Simple arithmetic squeezes out Russia. She wants six billions 
from us. The British loan, nearly four billion, subtracted from a 
limit of seven billions, leaves hardly more than half of what Rus¬ 
sia wants—and probably loans to other stricken peoples certainly 
will use up all that Mr. Truman thinks the U. S. should lend around 
the world. 

It is difficult to see how the President could have done other¬ 
wise regarding Soviet Russia. Russia was frightfully ravaged by 
her Nazi invaders, and is in for costly rehabilitation.

100 Years Old She 
Lives to Cross 
Rockies by Plane 

A frail little woman who has 
never weighed over a hundred 
pounds recalls frontier experi¬ 
ences she lived through that 
should put us to shame when we 
find ourselves complaining about 
present day luxury shortages. She 
is Mrs. Mattie Roberts, a former 
Sierra Madre resident, who cele¬ 
brated her 100 birthday March 
19 with her faeulities keen and a 
zest for living that belies her 
years. 

Born in Kentucky in 1846 she 
crossed the Rockies on horse¬ 
back in 1874 with her two-year- 
old son in her arms. With her 
husband she settled on a 
ranch in Animas Valley, Colo¬ 
rado, where her daughter, the 
present Mrs. W. A. Vanice, was 
born. At the time of her arrival 
in the valley the entire popula¬ 
tion consisted of two women and

that there was an Indian reser¬ 
vation 15 miles from her ranch 
and that raids occasionally were 
threatened. At such times the 
women would lock themselves and 
their children in their houses and 
the men would stand guard out¬ 
side with shot guns. But the 
raids never developed, Mrs. Rob¬ 
erts recalls the counsel of the 
more friendly Indians prevailing 
over the more hot-headed ones. 
For the most part the Indians 
were friendly and courteous in 
their dealings with the white set¬ 
tlers and with a twinkle in her 
bright eyes Mrs. Roberts told of 
one Indian who ate five break¬ 
fasts in a row at the homes of 
white settlers, fearing he might 
insult them if he refused their 
offer of hospitality. 

Mr. Roberts took up a mining 
claim on the eastern slope of the 
Rockies and it was while return¬ 
ing from a trip to his claim in 
1879 that he lost his life in a 
snow-storm. Because of a lack 
of transportation facilities Mrs. 
Roberts never saw her husband 
again, his remains being shipped 
direct to Kentucky. A few years
